corporation litigation and which will 
bear fruit in almost every state in 
the union was taken by the convention 
of attorneys general In Its final ses- 
sion hore Tuesday. A committee was 
appointed to draft a scheme of anil- 
trust legislation to be sent, to all at- 
torneys general, and as a climax For 
the .entire meeting the attorneys geu- 
craf assemble'.! adopter! a resolution 
which Is expected to remove a thorn 
In tho llesh of the state officers, the 
Interr-erencB by federal circuit courts 
with tho operation of slato laws. - 


Permanent organization was. also 


effected, under the name of the "Na- 
tional Association of Attorneys Gen- 
eral of the 
United States," and a 


united front will 
be 
presented 
in 


legal actions brought by tho different 
states against tho same corporation 
or Lruts. 


Tlio resolution Is ia tho shape of a 


memorial to congress and is as fol- 
lows: 


"Resolved, by the convention of at- 


torneys general of the several states 
here assembled, thai we earnestly 
rocomrr.end to the favorable consider- 
ation of the president, and t.ho con- 
gross ot the United States the enact- 
ment of a federal law providing that 
uo circuit court of tho United Ctates. 
or any judge exorcising 
powers 
cf 


such circuit courts, shall have juris- 
diction In any easo brought to re- 
strain any ofllcors of a slato or any 
administrative board of a state from 
Instituting in a state court any suit 
or other appropriate proceeding to 
enforce the laws of inch state or to 
enforce any order made by such ad- 
ministrative board; but allowing any 
person or corporation asserting 
in 


any such action in a state.court any 
right arising under the constitution or 
any laws ot the United States to have 
the decision of the highest court of 
such state reviewed by the supreme 
court: of the United States as BOW 
provided by law.- 


"We also recommend that suits in 


federal circuit courts by persons in- 
terested In corporations to restrain 
such corporations from obeying -the 
laws of states in which they are doing 
business be prohibited."

crease of the capital stock of the cor- 
poration, and any other fact bearing 
on the legality or illegality of the pro- 
posed issue: also whether the pur- 
posos for which the corporation rpro- 
pos'es the issue and the terms of the 
same are within the statute or are au- 
thorized by law. 
For the purpose of 


advising the public and Investors of 
the value and security of the proposed 
Issue, we may Inquire into thu finan- 
cial condition of the affairs of the cor- 
poration, both past and present. 
If 


the corporation complies with all the 
requirements of 
the 
commission by 


furbishing such statements and evi- 
dences as the commission may deem 
pertinent to the Inquiry, and the com- 
inission finds no Illegality In the pro- 
posed Issue of stocks, bonds or evi- 
dences of Indebtedness, it must issue 
to the corporation a 
certllicjite 
au- 


thorizing It to 
issue 
such 
stock, 


bonds or other evidence of indebted- 
ness to the amount, of the character, 
for the purposes and upon the terms 
proposed on the part of the corpora- 
tion.

should spend their evenings to good 
advantage at home instead of unend- 
ing fraternity functions 
or 
chapter 


meetings. Another "fault of the high 
school fraternities in general is that 
they are patterned after the college 
fraternities. 
There Is no need for a 


fraternity in a high school. In a col- 
lege where there are no men's dormi- 
tories, fraternities serve such need. 
College students usually do not live 
In the city In which the college is lo- 
cated and therefore have no home to 
which they may go. The fraternities 
furnish the home. 
When the univer- 


sity in the future shall have quad- 
rangles for the students, each quad to 
accommodate 150 to 250 students and 
for each quad a common room and 
dining hall the social need's of the stu- 
dents that can be thus accommodated 
will even be better met than by fra- 
ternity houses. 
Of course, for many 


years to come we cannot expect that 
a sufficient number of quads will be 
available to accommodate more than 
a-fraction of. the students.

How Change Should Be Made. 


Cows are generally taken off pasture 


some time during the late fall when a 
big storm is In progress and it be- 
comes necessary to house them. This 
method, while very natural, is not to 
be recommended, as the chances are 
the barn -will not be in condition to 
receive (he animals, and such little 
matters as bedding, feed, stalls, etc.. 
will hardly be in shape for this new 
condition. 
The best method, in my experience, 


to change stock from pasture to win- 
ter feed without causlnR a shrinkage 
In the milk Dow or a loss in body 
weight of the animal, is to make such 
change gradually. A week, at least, 
should be taken to shift the animal 
from grass to dry feed or from pas- 
ture'to winter. 
Very often 
during- 


the season of the year when cows are 
changed the pasture is rather short 
and sometimes tough and dry, though 
If fall rains have been plentiful the 
grass may be in fairly good condition.

These natural highways, the water- 
ways, can never be monopolized by 
any corporation. 
They belong to all 


the peoplo, and it Is In the power of 
no one to take them awoy. 


Wherever a navigable river runs be- 


side railroads the problem ot regulat- 
ing the rates on the railroads becomes 
far easier, because river regulation is 
rate regulation. When the water rate 
sinks the land rate cannot be kept 
at an excessive height. 
Therefore it 


Is of national Importance to develop 
these,'streams as highways to the full- 
est extent which is genuinely profita- 
ble. 
Year by 
year 
transportation 


problems become, more acute, and the 
time has come when the rivers really 
fit to serve as arteries of trade should 
be 
provided 
with 
channels 
deep 


enough to make the Investment of the 
accessary money profitable 
to 
the 


public. 
The 
national 
government 


should undertake this work. 
Where 


the Immediately abutting 
land 
is 


markedly benefited, and this benefit 
can be definitely localized, 
I trust 


that there will be careful Investigation 
to see whether some'way can be de- 
vised by which the Immediate benefi- 
ciaries may pay a portion of the ex- 
penses—as Is now the custom as re-

Much Money Wasted. 


Immense sums have already been 


spent upon the Mississippi 
by 
the 


states and the nation, yet muc'.i of it 
remains practically unused, for com- 
merce. Tho reasons tor this fact arc 
many. One is that .the work done by 
the national government at leost has 
not been based upon a definite and 
continuous plan. 
Appropriations by 


congress, 
instead 
of 
assuring 
the 


steady progress and timely completion 
of each piece of work as It was under- 
taken, have been irregular and uncer- 
tain. As a 
direct 
consequence, far- 


reaching plans have been discouraged 
and continuity in execution lias been 
made impossible. It is altogether un- 
likely that better results will be ob- 
tained so long as the method is fol- 
lowed of making partial 
appropria- 


tions at Irregular Intervals for works 
which should never be undertaken un- 
til It is certain that they can be car- 
ried to completion within a definite 
and reasonable time. Planned and or- 
derly development Is essential to the 
best use of every 
natural 
resource, 


and to none more than to the best use 
ot our inland waterways. Iii the case 
of the waterways it .has been conspic- 
uously absent.' Because 
such 
fore- 


sight was lacking, the interests of our 
rivers have been In fact overlooked, in 
spite of the immense sums spent up- 
on them.

most urgent need Is a farsighted and

Conserve Public LandB. 


Our public lands, whose highest use 


Is to supply homes for our' people, 
have been and are still being taken 
in great quantities by large private 
owners, to whom home-making is at 
the very host but a secondary motive 
subordinate to the desire for profit. 
To allow the; public 
lands 
to 
be 


worked by the tenants of rich men for 
the profit of the landlords, instead of 
by freeholders for the livelihood of 
their wives and children, is little less 
than a crime against our people and 
our institutions. 
The sreat central 


fact of the public land situation, as 
the public lands commission well said, 
is that the amount of public land pat- 
ented bv the government to individu- 
als is increasing out of all proportion 
to the number of new homes.

clear beyond peradventure that our 
natural resources have been nnd are 
stil! being 
abused, 
that

abuse will destroy them, and that we 
have at last reached the forks of the

We are face to face with the 


great fact that the whole future of the 
nation is directly at stake in the mo- 
mentous decision which is forced upon, 
us.

only companies which he knew sold 
lubricating oiJs to railroads were the 
Galena and the Waters-Pierce. 
The 


Waters-Pierqe company, he testified, 
obtained its o'l from Galena, which 
in turn obtains its supply from- the 
Standard at. the price at which it is 
sold to the railroads. The Galena com- 
pany gets no refund.

Chief." 
The streets about the hotel were 


blocked by a. cheering throng, whose 
shouts mingled the 
screech

whistles and clanging of 


trolley car bells. 


Senator Borah thanked the people 


for their demonstration and for the 
confidence they had reposed In 
him 


throughout the trial. 


"I have feU the humiliation deeply.' 


he continued, "especially because of 
the manner In which the name of my 
dead friend.

GOT SANTA ANA'S CORK LEG. 


Man Who Captured It in the Mexican 


War Tells How1 He Did It. 


The man who captured Gen. Santa 


Ana's cork leg. the most Interesting 
relic of the Mexican war. Is yet living. 
He is Edwin 
Elvln Elliotj who now 


lives at San Rafeal. Cal. • From Mr. 
Eliot comes the first authentic account 
of the capture, says the Mexican Her- 
ald.InV the course of his narrative Mr. 
Eliot describes the scene when the 
Mexican batteries were attacked by 
the Amer^i-an troops charging across 
tie open plain. The Fourth Illinois 
.advanced rapidly, to the Jalapa road, 
in which stood, the luxurious and gay- 
ly caparisoned coach of Gen. Santa 
<Ana harnessed and ready to leave. 
This coach, however, had been ren- 
dered unserviceable by the artillery 
fire, one of the mules having been 
killed-. 
Companies B and. H charged down 


the hiU and Private Edward Elliot ira* 
the first man to^reaeh the carriage. 
He jumped Inside "id secnr«4_ the 


cork leg of the general and passed it 
out to the soldiers who followed. . 


It was sent to tie rear as a prize of 


war, and eventually was placed In Me- 
morial hall at Springfield, 111., where 
it Is yet on exhibition. 


Elliot also found a basket of lunch, 


consisting mostly of chicken, which 
had been ptit up for the general. The 
food wns quickly devoured Ey the hun- 
gry soldiers. Continuing his search, 
Elliot found a bag of gold under the 
seat. The coin -was kept under guard 
until an aid ot Gen. Twiggs came up. 
when it was turned over to the com- 
mmder-fn-chlef as a. prize of the gov- 
ernment. The sack contained In ail 
110.000. 
Mr. .Elliot's regiment, the Fourth 


Illinois saw much hard service in the 
ensuing month, but the war ended In 
September, 
1S47, and the soldiers 


were mustered out in the following 
yearj The capture of the leg was pr,o- 
ductive of much merriment at 
the
